Dear  Mr.  O'Farrell, 

Hi,  Kathy  here,  a member  of  the  Central  Hollywood  P.L.U.M.  board  and  homeowner  at 


Currently  on  Homewood  north  of  the  Mary  Pickford  Center  and  on  the  sidewalk  outside  the  fence 
surrounding  the  grass  of  the  previously  razed  properties  and  the  old  Big  Lots,  which  is  now  being 
leased  by  Buzz  Feed  Productions,  is  a homeless  enclave  of  tents  and  trash  and  filth.  I understand 
that  "they"  are  mentally  ill  and  cannot  understand  why  waste  and  thrown  food  and  fecal  matter 
should  be  disposed  of  properly.
